Secrets Say 
Scientists 


By ROBER MANNING 
Lake success, N. Y., Jan. 15— 


(UP)—A growing number of sci- 
entists ana experts engaged in the 
United Nations effort 
to develop 


inernalional atomic contrl, believe 
that no atomic secret, as such, any 
longer exists. 


Tne members of this gz'oup also 
believe 
that 
within five 
years 


other nations besides America will 
nave arsenals of atomic bombs at 
their command. 


As for production of 
a 
single 


atomic bomb, these men 
believe 


nations outside the United 
Slates 


may duplicate the feat of the Man- 
hattan Project in less than 
five 
years. 


The views of these experts and 
scientists, representing several of 
the nations engaged in the 
UN 


atomic negotiations, appeared 
to 


be parallel to those of President 
Truman's Air Policy commission 
which 
reported 
this week 
that 


within five years—oy Jan. 1, 1953 
—mere will be enough A-bombs in 
existence beyond our borders 
to 
make possible an atomic attack on 
the United States. 


The official prediction with

While House label appeared here 
19 dispel for good and all the unof- 
ficial and semi-official 
assertions 


that the 
United 
States 
atomic 
bomb monopoly might be 
main- 


tained for at least a decade and pos- 
sibly longer.

Nothing short of a miraculous 


turnabout in American-Russian re- 
lations, they believe, will

Uniform Code 
Being Formed 
at Conference 


Savannah, Ga., Jn. 16 — (/P) — A 


uniform playing code for scholastic 
and collegiate football was in the 
making today as committees ??rom 
the two groups prepared lo work 
out the final details. 


The collegiate rules board wound 


up its annual three - day session 
here yesterday with adoption of less 
Ihan a half - dozen changes, but 
Chairman W. J. Bingham of Har- 
vard indicated oihers 
would 
be 


made before nexl fall. 


Bingham said, "there is no way 


to tell what those changes will be, 
but when our eommitleo meets with 
Ihe high school committee wo both 
expecl lo concede some points i.n 
order to get a common code." 


Principle changes adopted at the 


final meeting Bingham said, were: 


1. Permit use of a one - .inch iee 


of any diameter'for oxirapoint and 
field goal attempts, and a goal may 
bo scored except on a Uickoff. Pre- 
viously, a toe could bo used only in 
kicking off. 


2. Thc substitution rule was am- 


ended lo limit replacements, after 
a loam's legal lime - outs have 
been exhausted, to only an injured 
player, or playeis. However, vhe 
opposing team may substitute as 
any players as desired during the 
extra time out. Previously, mass 
substitutions could be made by bath 
teams 
when 
time was out lo 


remove an injured player, or play- 
ers.
